Physical  Features.  "Phe  genera]  l^liysical  Featin-ow  of  the  Diwti'ict  are  on 
the  wliole  conducive  to  health.  (day  suh-soil,  hilly  country  with  good  watci'slK'd 
to  the  River  Tees. 


House  Accommodation.  The  Poj)ulation  of  the  l)i, strict  is  almost  entirely 
of  the  working  class.  The  house  accommodation  on  the  whole  is  very  good,  and 
gradually  improving  from  year  to  year.  All  new  houses  are  built  in  accordance 
with  the  Councirs  Bye-laws,  with  6in.  of  cement  concrete  over  the  whole  area  of 
the  site  built  upon,  lofty  rooms,  and  at  least  150  supl.  feet  of  open  sj)ace  in  the  yard 
area  ; broad  streets,  and  in  many  cases  small  gardens  in  front  of  houses.  ddiey 
are  all  built  under  the  su])ervision  of  the  District  Surveyor. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  imdei'  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage.  The  Sewerage  and  Drainage  of  the  whole  District 
is  now  in  a highly  satisfactory  conditioTi,  There  are  t’\o  maiii  outfalls  emptying 
into  the  Estuary  of  the  River  Tees.  For  some  time  a considerable  recurring  nuisance 
existed  in  the  South- vnst  portion  of  the  District,  caused  by  the  drainage  of  some 
50  to  60  houses  emptying  into  a stream,  which  in  hot  dry  seasons  became  very 
objectionable.  The  Council,  recognising  the  necessity  for  the  abolition  of  this 
menace  to  public  health,  decided  upon  a scheme  whereby  the  sewage  is  diverted 
from  the  stream  and  carried  by  means  of  sanitary  pipes  connected  up  to  the  Main 
Sewerage  System.  This  was  completed  in  1906  at  a cost  of  about  £1,100,  and  so 
far  as  the  drainage  and  sewerage  is  concerned,  this  district  will  com])are  with  any 
place  in  England.  :

Excrement  and  House  Refuse  DisposaL  The  system  in  vogue  in  this  District 
for  the  disposal  of  Excrement  and  House  Refuse,  is  almost  entirely  the  pan  or  ])ail 
sy^stem.  There  are  a few  W^.C’s.  and  about  one  hundred  privy  ashpits.  The 
w hole  of  the  scavanging  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Council  at  night  time.  The 
pans  being  emptied  twice  a week  where  necessary,  and  the  ashpits  twelve  times  a 
year.  The  pans  are  emptied  into  tumbler  carts,  the  rece])tacles  are  cleaned  out  and 
dusted  with  Carbolic  Disinfecting  Powder,  and  each  cart  when  filled  is  taken  direct 
a^vay  to  neighbouring  farms,  where  it  is  sorted  and  used  for  manurial  }:)urposes. 


Water  Supply.  There  is  an  excellent  supply  of  River  Water  taken  from  the 
u])])er  reaches  of  tlie  River  Tees  and  Balder.  A few'  w ells,  which  are  examined  and 
chemically  analysed  from  time  to  time.

Schools.  'riier(‘  arc  five  (\)unty  (JouikmI  Schools  in  the  District,  all  of  which 
arc  in  a yood  iip-to-clatc  sanitarvcoiulition,  vith  good  sanitary  conveniences  and 
|)lay-gi-onnds. 

Bye-Laws  Nuisances.  Thei-e  are  of  course  a large'  ninnber  of  nuisances  con- 
tinually occurring  thi’oughont  the  District,  of  a tninoi'  charactei',  as,  for  instance, 
yard  sinks  becoming  choked  uj)  by  the  admission  of  small  coal,  i)otato  ])eeling,  and 
other  foreign  substances,  the  leakage  of  vorn  sanitary  ])ans,  dirty  back  yards  and 
2^remises,  all  of  v Inch  are  remedied  on  verbal  or  written  notice. 

Systematic  ins])ections  have  been  made  during  the  yeai*  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  and  myself,  but  no  serious  conditions  were  discovered  inimical  to  public 
health — no  house  to  house  inspection  was  made,  as  this  v as  done  in  1906  and  reported 
reported  on.  The  sanitaiy  condition  of  the  District  is  excellent. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  the  births  of  401  children  have  been  registered,  of  these  230 
wei'e  boys  and  171  girls.  The  total  gives  a rate  of  29-87  per  1,000  per  annum  of 
the  estimated  ]:)0])ulation.  Last  year  the  birth-rate  was  30-71  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1908,  172  deaths  were  registered 
in  Lston  Lrban  Sanitary  District.  44ie  death  rate  was  equal  to  12-8  per  1.000  of 
the  ]DO])ulation  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  Last  year  233  deaths  were 
registered,  the  death  rate  being  equal  to  17-81  ])ei’  1,000  ])er  annum  of  the  estimated 
population.

9th.  Di])htheria  Antitoxin  used  at  the  Sanatorium. 

lOth.  Di])htheria  Antitoxen  su])plied  to  Doctors  for  ]n‘evcntive  ])urposes. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  Twenty-tw’o  deaths  oc-cured  from  this 
cause,  fifty-one  last  year.  Diseases  of  the  lungs  will  alwrxys  j'emain  high  in  your 
district,  as  we  have  a trying  changeable  climate.  I would  strongly  advise  the 
wearing  of  flannel  next  the  skin,  the  leading  of  a simpler  life,  be  mom  tenq)ei'ate  in 
eating  and  drinking,  and  more  attention  ])aid  to  fresh  air  and  ventilation  in  the  homes. 
W e have  a swc'eping  reduction  this  yeai-  'a  Inch  1 cannot  explain  unless  my  advice 
last  year  has  been  acted  upon  (see  above). 
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Tuberculosis  and  Wasting  (Consumption)  claims  25  victims  as  against  38  last 
year.  Consumption  is  a preventible  disease  w hicli  is  caused  by  miiiute  living  germs 
called  “ Tubercle  bacilli,”  which  usually  enter  the  body  with  the  air  breathed.  The 
matter  A^liich  consumptive  people  cough  or  spit  up  contains  tlie  germs  of  tlie  disease 
in  great  numbers.  If  this  matter  is  sjoat  upon  the  doors  or  tlie  ^^'alls  of  any  jmblic 
or  private  place,  or  elseA\'here,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  dry  the  germs  of  the  disease 
which  it  contains  are  blovm  about  and  float  in  the  air,  like  any  othei'  minute  pai'ticles 
of  dust,  and  are  inhaled  by  anybody  breathing  that  air  ; or  they  may  fall  upon 
milk  or  other  food,  and  gain  access  to  the  body  with  the  food,  so  consum]:)tives  should 
always  be  careful  to  spit  into  a vessel  containing  water. 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  hereditary  tuberculosis,  and  it  cannot  even  be  said 
that  human  beings  are  in  any  wsbj  specially  pre-disposed  to  it.  The  offs]iring  of 
tuberculous  parents  are  veaker  and  less  resistant  to  disease  than  the  offspring  of 
healthy  parents,  and  only  in  that  v ay  are  they  pre-disposed  to  the  disease.  Tuber- 
culosis in  all  its  forms  is  an  infectious  disease,  and  all  our  efforts  must  be  directed 
to  prevent  such  infection  to  healthy  people. 

Consumption  is  the  most  common  form  of  the  disease,  and  accounts  for  nearly 
eleven-twelfths  of  all  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  The  germs  of  the  disease  are 
contained  in  the  expectoration  of  the  affected  person,  who  may  carelessly  expectorate 
in  a room  or  public  vehicle,  and  thus  cause  infection  of  healthy  persons.  Tliis  is  by 
far  the  commonest  method  by  which  the  disease  is  spread  from  person  to  person. 
It  is  this  deadly  form  of  the  disease  which  kills  so  many  thousands  of  people  each 
year,  and  it  is  to  this  disease  tliat  our  greatest  attention  must  be  directed. 

Over-crowded  dwellings,  want  of  light  and  ventilation,  deficient  food,  alchool, 
and  general  insanitary  surroundings  are  the  2^i’e-disposing  causes  of  consumption, 
and  vherever  these  conditions  are  improved  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  is 
rapidly  reduced.  In  fact,  during  the  last  50  years  the  death-rate  has  been  lowered 
by  just  one-half.  The  main  point  to  keep  in  mind  is,  that  a person  in  tlie  advanced 
stage  of  consumption  is  a most  dangerous  person  to  the  community,  if  he  is  not  most 
careful,  and  unless  he  can  have  proper  isolation  at  home,  he  ought  to  be  removed,  as 
it  is  possible  for  him  to  infect  several  healthy  members  of  the  family. 

The  next  method  of  infection  is  from  animals  in  the  form  of  milk  and  meat, 
and  this  is  called  bovine  tuberculosis.  It  is  this  form  and  method  that  has  exercised 
the  minds  of  the  great  scientists  for  the  last  eight  years.  In  1901,  Professor  Koch 
stated  in  London  that  tuberculosis  from  cattle  through  milk  and  meat  vws  so  rare 
that  it  vms  not  necessary  to  take  any  precautions  against  it.  This  was  a startling 
statement,  and  those  of  us  vho  held  the  exactly  opposite  view'  redoubled  our  efforts 
to  disprove  Koch’s  statement. 
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The  chief  (|iiesti()ii  for  cliseussion  in  Whishiiigton  w as  tlu'  |)()ssil)ility  of  infection 
from  animals  to  man,  and  the  overwhelming  mass  of  o])inion  was^against  Ivoeh, 
and  in  favour  of  such  infection  to  a (.‘onsidei'ahle  extent.  Koch  wants  to  im])i'ess  tlie 
Public  with  this  fact-  -v  ith  which  J entirely  agree — that  human  tuberculosis,  or  con- 
sumption, is  a different  variety  from  that  caused  by  bovine  infection  from  cattle, 
but  he  is  at  variance  with  most  other  observers,  viio  assert  that  milk  fi'om  tubercu- 
lous cows  may  cause  a large  amount  of  tuberculosis  of  a different  kind  in  childi'cn. 


It  is  stated  that  20  ])er  cent,  of  all  dairy  covs  in  this  eountiy  are  suttering 
from  tuberculosis.  Fortunately,  only  al)out  2 ])er  cet.  are  affected  in  the  uddei',  but 
these  cows  are  extremely  dangerous,  as  their  milk  contains  living  tubercle  bacilli  in 


large  numbers. 


'The  milk  in  a dairv  is  usuallv  all  mixed  together,  \\hich  in  one  wav  is  a safe- 
guard  as  it  dilutes  the  ])oison  ; but,  on  the  other  hand,  a larger  amount  of  milk  is 
])olluted,  and  hence  a larger  number  of  children  are  infected.  In  a great  many 
instances,  the  infection  is  a mild  one,  and  the  child  ultimately  recovers,  but  in  other 
cases  the  child  develo])es  an  acute  form  of  the  disease  and  dies  . Before  this  danger 
can  be  ]‘emoved,  tuberculosis  must  be  eradicated  from  dairy  cons,  or  the  milk  must 
be  rendered  harmless  l)y  boiling,  or  some  other  process.  The  public  must  be 
sei'iously  warned  that  it  is  unsafe  for  any  child  to  drink  milk  nhich  has  not  been 
sterilised  ; the  danger  is  not  great  to  an  adult,  as  children  are  more  susceptible,  and 
legislation  n ill  have  to  be  introduced  to  safeguard  the  milk  su])ply  of  this  country, 
and  eradicate  all  cows  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 


It  has  been  shown  beyond  all  possibility  of  doubt  that  tuberculosis  is  fre((uently 
conveyed  to  children  by  infected  milk,  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  a very  large 
amount  of  tuberculosis  in  children  is  caused  by  milk  ; hence  it  is  our  bounden  duty 
to  protect  these  helpless  infants,  and  insist  on  every  etfort  being  made  to  eradicate 
the  disease  from  dairy  cows. 


Milk  is  such  a valuable  and  necessary  food  for  all,  that  it  is  surely  im])erativ(' 
that  it  should  be  ])ure  and  not  ])oisoned,  and  if  the  public  could  only  be  roused  to 
the  danger  of  tuberculosis  from  milk  it  would  insist  on  a ])ure  sup])ly  even  if  it  had  to 
pay  a higher  price  tor  it. 


In  regard  to  the  value,  immediate  oi‘  ))rospeetive,  of  Sanatorium  treatment 
of  nulmonarv  tuberculosis  v hen  '‘early”  and  "suitable”  eases  can  bc'  secured,  a

considerable  percentage  of  such  eas(‘S  may  l)e  roturned  to  the  ranks  of  tlie  aetiye

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workers,  and  remain  in  those  ranks,  cured  for  ever.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases 
some  degree  of  immediate  improvement  ensues  upon  the  Sanatorium  treatment. 
The  immediate  improvement  which  accrues  to  such  a large  proj)ortion  of  the  total 
number  of  cases,  and  especially  of  the  early  cases,  suggest  wliat  an  important  place 
soil  or  tissue  resistance  occupies  in  the  causation  and  arrest  of  tuberculosis.  The 
progress  of  cases  in  Sanatoria  has  been  much  more  marked  and  satisfactory  since 
employment  has  been  introduced,  and  some  of  the  more  advanced  cases  have  made 
good  progress  wlien  work  has  been  given  them.  The  efficiency  of  Sanatorium  treat- 
ment is  especially  manifested  in  the  control  of  expectoration,  as  it  is  by  this  agency 
that  the  patient  is  likely  to  endanger  the  health  of  those  with  whom  he  is  brought 
in  contact.  Notwithstanding  the  beneficial  action  of  Sanatoria,  tlieir  most  zealous 
defenders  would  not  wish  to  contend  that  tuberculosis  can  be  made  to  disappear  by 
means  of  these  institutions  alone,  but  they  are  the  greatest  help  w e at  present  possess. 


SMALLPOX. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  your  district  during  the  year.  When  a 
case  does  unfortunately  occur,  I may  state  the  measures  adopted  as  w^e  have  had 
absolute  success  so  far  since  I became  your  Medical  Officer.  Whenever  a case 
of  Smallpox  is  notified,  usually  by  telephone,  the  Medical  Officer  visits  the  patient 
at  once,  and  the  patient  is  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital,  the  house  is  disinfected 
throughout,  and  the  bedding  and  clothing  removed  and  burned  (we  have  not  a 
steam  disinfector),  the  contacts  are  quarantined  and  compensation  paid  to  them  (16 
days)  and  revaccinated  if  they  will  consent.  The  following  day  the  rooms  are 
stripped  of  wall  paper,  which  is  removed  and  burnt,  the  contacts  are  visited  every 
other  day  to  see  if  and  fresh  case  developes  ; if  not,  on  the  15th  or  16th  day  the 
contacts  are  liberated.  One  of  the  most  obvious  modes  in  the  suppression  of  a 
threatened  epidemic  of  Smallpox  is  promptness  of  action  ; a few^  days,  even  a few' 
hours,  may  make  all  the  difference  betwnen  the  suppression  and  extension  of  the 
disease  ; coincidental  with  the  removal  of  the  patient  and  the  necessary  disinfection, 
revaccination  af  all  contacts  should  be  proceeded  with. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

'I'wenty-five  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  This  disease  was  not  prevalent 
ljut  cases  occurred  in  every  part  of  your  district,  due  no  doubt  to  tlie  mildness  of 
the  disease,  w ant  of  care  by  parents,  and  cases  being  overlooked,  missed  by  parents 
and  doctor.  No  deaths  occurred.  Children  who  have  sore  throats  and  are  sick 
(vomit)  should  be  sent  home  from  school,  and  a note  sent  to  tlie  doctor. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 


\\1u)0])ing  cough  was  not  prevalent  during  the  year.  The  child  sliould 
he  kei)t  warm  for  six  weeks.  If  the  child  is  not  then  well  it  will  benefit  the  child 
to  give  it  a change  of  aii'  to  the  sea  side,  mines,  gas  works,  (dc.,  (d(‘.  If  the  child 
is  ex])oscd  before  six  weeks  have  ela])sed  (the  natural  duration  of  the  illness)  then 
the  child  gets  Bronchitis  or  other  conpdaint  with  the  chance  of  a fatal  result. 


MEASLES. 

W e have  had  very  few  cases  of  Measles  during  the  yeai“,  the  disease  having  spent 
itself  in  a big  ej^idemic  in  1 907 — most  susceptible  children  having  been  attacked. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  one  death  resulted.  The  first 
three  cases  occurred  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  I cannot  find  any  ]3articular 
cause  for  these  cases.  Two  cases,  however,  occurred  in  October  ; the  source  of  in- 
fection was  undoubtedly  the  eating  of  mussels  gathered  from  the  foreshore.  This 
breeding  area  is  exposed  to  sewage  contamination,  and  such  mussels,  cockles  and 
shrim])s  should  not  be  eaten — at  least  uncooked — and  I earnestly  warn  the  public. 

The  history  of  the  cases.  The  mussels  w ere  gathered  about  two  miles  east  of  the 
Grangetown  sewer  outfall.  The  first  case  was  re]:>orted  on  the  4th  of  October  by 
Dr.  Steele  ; the  man,  Wm.  Moore,  lived  at  Grangetown.  After  eating  the  mussels 
(about  20,  raw)  he  was  sick  the  same  evening,  then  was  unwell  for  about  ten  days 
and  called  in  his  doctor,  who  ordered  his  removal  to  the  Kston  Sanatorium — it  was 
a ty]ucal  case  S]K)ts,  headache,  sleeplessness,  with  haemorrhage  about  the 
nineteenth  day,  and  this  man  died.  The  other  case  was  reported  on  October  8th  by 
Dr.  Townsend.  This  man  lived  at  Eston  (two  miles  from  Grangetown),  the  mussels 
were  gathered  from  the  same  source  by  a man.  Anglers — of  Grangetown.  The  patient 
Burton  was  also  I'cmoved  to  Eston  Sanatorium  and  had  a very  bad  attack  of  Enteric 
4Tver‘  but  recovered  after  a long  illness.  He  had  raw  mussels,  the  other  members 
of  Burton’s  family  had  cooked  mussels,  and  although  unwell  for  a few  days,  the  attack 
])assed  off.  These  cases  were  so  typical  and  undoubted  that  I had  to  point  the  risks 
to  the  ]:)ublic.  This  matter  is  being  investigated  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and 
since  my  re]:)ort  was  written  other  authorities  have  verified  my  remarks  about 
mussels  having  caused  Enteric  Fever.  (Dr.  Bulstrode,  Inspectoi*,  Local  Government 
Board,  will  issue  a report  in  a few  months.) 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

We  h ave  had  tweiity-hve  cases  notified  (sixteen  at  Eston,  six  at  Grangetown, 
and  three  at  South  Bank).  Nineteen  cases  nnre  removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 
Tlie  infection  no  doubt  was  ke])t  up  and  s])read  by  school  influence,  as  the  infection 
is  a direct  infection,  the  same  as  measles.  No  sanitary  defect  was  found  in  the 
houses  where  diphtheria  occurred  but  what  struck  me  as  remarkable  v as  the  fact 
tJiat  the  cases  occurred  mostly  in  new  houses — if  the  plaster  v as  bad  or  not  dry  then 
this  would  give  rise  to  rheumatic  tliroats,  which  v ould  prepare  the  v ay  to  render 
them  susceptible  to  Diphtheria,  i.e.,  the  ground  was  prepared  to  take  the  Bacillus. 
All  children  in  infected  houses  were  rigidly  excluded  from  school,  throat 
examined  and  everytliing  done  to  get  rid  of  the  disease,  but  cases  still  occur. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  term  “infant”  is  restricted  to  twelve  months  of  age.  The  high 
mortality  among  infants,  however  good  their  surroundings,  and  ho^vever  intelligently 
maternal  care  is  exercised,  arises  from  many  causes  ; a certain  proportion  are 
premature,  and  cannot  survive,  some  are  born  with  malformations  and  other  defects 
which  soon  terminate  their  existence  ; others,  the  offspring  of  weakly  parents,  cannot 
long  survive,  and  in  spite  of  all  care  there  is  a large  proportion  who  vill  succumb 
to  one  or  other  of  the  many  ailments  to  vhich  infancy  is  susceptible.  Making  due 
allowance  for  these,  it  may  be  taken  that  an  annual  death-rate  amongst  infants 
of  100  per  thousand  is  unavoidable,  and  if  this  be  granted,  it  follows  that  everything 
above  this  is  preventable,  although  the  necessary  means  to  ]:)revent  it  are  so  extremely 
difficult  to  ap])ly  that  even  in  the  best  districts  the  loss  of  infant  lives  is  in  excess  of 
the  standard.  Our  infantile  mortality  is  112  as  against  116  per  thousand  last  year, 
this  shows  a small  reduction,  but  this  is  not  due  to  anything  I have  done  but  to  the 
very  wet  summer,  and  freedom  from  dust  and  flies,  in  fact  freedom  from  food  con- 
tamination, and  we  may  never  have  it  so  lou'  again,  although  some  authorities  may 
put  it  down  to  measures  lately  introduced  by  them  ex  Huddersfield.

My  duties  : — ’’  to  enquire  into 
and  ascertain,  by  such  ways  and  means  as  wore  at  1113^  disposal,  the  causes,  origin, 
and  distribuion  of  diseases  within  the  Eston  Disti  ict.  and  to  ascertain  to  what  e2<tent 
the  same  have  depended  on  conditions  capalde  of  removal  or  investigation. 

I have  pointed  out  from  time  to  time  the  difficulties  with  wdiich  1 have  to 
contend.  We  are  proud  of  our  material  progress,  prosperity,  and  commercial 
position,  and  point  with  pride  to  our  low  death  rate.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  \mur 
care  and  expenditure  on  sanitary  matters.  This  year  w e have  the  low  est  on  record 
— 12‘81  per  1,000  per  annum.

INSPECTIONS. 

The  Slaughter  Houses,  Common  Lodging  House,  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Alilk- 
sho])S  have  been  visited  and  inspc'cted  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

In  one  ease  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notice  on  tlie  ov  ner  of  a .'iMughtc]- 
house  to  carry  out  certain  repairs  to  remedy  a reeiuTing  nuisance.  Tliis  was  at  once 
attiMided  to,  tlie  re])airs  suggested  being  cariled  out  in  a satisfactoiy  manner. 

Tlie  lodging  house  in  Munby  Street  is  well  kept.  The  Medical  Ofiicei-  and 
myself  have  several  times  suggested  to  Mr.  Taylor  (the  ])roprietor)  the  advisability  of 
providing  a bath,  and  a hot  watea-  su])j)ly  to  the  lavatory  basins.  Tliis  would  be  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  place  if  the  owner  could  be  jirevailed  ujxm  to  carry  it  out, 
and  the  fre(|uenters  to  use  it.

Disinfecting. 

There  has  been  again  a very  great  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases  during  the  year.  The  actual  number  notified  being  56,  as 
against  95  in  1907,  and  218  in  1906. 

As  usual,  in  all  cases  after  removal  of  patients  to  tlie  Sanatorium,  and  on 
the  recovery  of  patients  ireated  at  home,  the  liouses  have  been  carefully  and  thoroughly 
disinfected.  Limewash,  bruslies,  and  other  disinfectants  liave  been  supplied 
gratuitously  to  all  applicants.
